My point is that | was expecting a blockbuster, . 
all-time classic and received a slightly above 


average anime OVA. The film is good for what it 
is, but falls short of the hype it received from 
NewType and other anime magazines. 


Its major downfalls are these: It is like seeing 
part two of something. The film has a dynamite 
opening sequence and the first five minutes are 
very memorable. But the film takes a turn 
toward character development and plot 
establishment which leaves 
Japanese-illiterates at a loss. To make matters 
even worse, Animag, (a really terrific 
publication which chronicles many of our 
favorite anime features, in English, is a 
godsend to anime fans across the nation) did a 
write-up on FSS which is more intricate than 
the film. That is, if you watch FSS with the 
Animag write-up in hand, you are going to find 
that many things in Animag are not in the film. 
Too bad, | was looking forward to some of them.

Welcome to another irregularly appearing 
column.

As a self 
confessed mail order fanatic, I'll be passing | 
along some of the best ones in this column. 


The first item up is the 1989 Capricon 
Anime Guide. This is simply the synopsis 
book for the Capricon anime film fest, a 
convention held in Chicago. '89 was the 7th 
Straight year for this show, making it the 
longest running consecutive anime program at 
a U.S. convention (Hey! Anime is still new to 
fandom). A synopsis book is just a collection of 
translated story lines for the movies that will 
be shown, thereby making it easier for fans to 
follow the action. Unlike the BJS, at many 
anime club showings the movies are shown 
without translations, either just running, 
leaving the fans to guess at the story, or when 
someone knows the story, handing out printed 
synopses. Even a short Summary is enough to 
make a film in Japanese accessible to American 
fans. The Capricon guide has a nice selection of 
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Cie eee ae big names like: ne 


Appleseed, Urusei Yatsura: Boy Meets Girl, and 
Gall Force. \t also features some lesser known 
tiles such as Borgman, Legend of the Galactic 
Hero, Votoms, and Ep. #5 of Sakikage!! Otokd 
Juko. If these last titles don't mean anything to 
you, then | definitely recommend getting this 
book. It's a great way to expand your horizons 
and learn about great anime titles you didn't 
even know you wanted to see. And if you're a 
Gundam fan, this book has quit a bit to offer 
you, the stories for two of the movies, Char's 
Counterattack, 4 of the TV episodes, and an 
overview of the entire saga, plus a synopsis 
for the first Super Deformed Gundam. 


All in all, an excellent job by the Capricon 
Staff. And best of all, the cost is only $1.50 
which includes postage. A second copy, if 
ordered at the same time is only $1.00 more.
